The Kowloon C.C. scored an uncxpect- 
edly casy win over the Civil Serviog Olub 
on Saturday, at Kowloon, on a wicket 
which suited the bowlers rather than ‘he 
batsmen. it ‘nad been expected thatthe 
match would be a clos one, but the casy 
snanner in which Jumes and Pestonjce 
disposed of their cp:.onents made it evi- 
dent that Kewloan as to gain the three 
points without any difficulty.

DIOCESAN BOYS’ SCHOOL. 
ANNUAL PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


The annual distribution of prizes to 
the stndenta of the Diocesan Boys’ School 
took place on Saturday in the schoo! hall. 
The Bishop of Victoria presided ond was 
supported ty tho Headmaster, the Rev. 
W. T. Featherstone. The prizes were 
presented by Prof. C. A. Middleton 
Borith and the Rev. H. C. Copley Moyle 
was also among thou: on the platform. 

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESB. * 


Afeor the Headmaster had read the 
report on the work of tho Bchool, the 
Chairman referred to the School’s great 
history and stated that there hod been 
few instances of more magnificent work 
than that done by Mr. Piercy, till lately 
head master. who had boon in charge of 
the School for 40 years. (Applause. 
Tho Committee had wondered what woul 
bappen to the School when the man in 
charge almost from its inocption, who 
was part and parcel of the School, went 
away. Tho Committee, after a great deal 
uf thought, had appointed Mr. Feather- 
stone to succeed Mr. Piorcy. He felt 
personally responsible for Mr, Feather- 
stone, as be had the honour of bringing 
him to the Colony a few years ago; ani 
he had told the Committee that Mr. 
Featherstone would make a worthy suc- 
cessor to Mr. Piercy. Mr. Featherstone 
ba@ done well and he was grateful to 
him for taking over the School at a time 
when it was difficult to get a full staf, 
He knew that Mr, Featherstone had had 
to do some very hard work in the past 
year, and it must be encouraging to him 
to be able to present such a satisfactory 
report. Tho Committee also wished to 
express their hearticst thanks to the mem 
bors of the staff for their loyal and 
earnest, efforta during the past twelve 
months. (Applause.) The time of transi- 
tion from one headmaster to another was 
always critical to a School, but that had 
been tided over by the_ enthusiasm, 
duyalty and zeal of the staff, both Euro- 
pean nnd Chinese, masters and mistresses. 
He was glad that the discipline in the 
Schoo] was so excellent. He did not 
know of any other School which he 
visited, which could speak of such die- 
cipling He attached great importance 
to this point Without disoipline a 
school could not be efficient. © woul 
not touch upon the pupils’ scholastic at- 
tainments, They spoke for themselves 
and brought the greatest. credit to tho 
Schoul. PApplause ) Mr. Featherstone, 
aa his report showed, was a man of vision. 
He ‘looked forward to a very good tiie, 
and he (the speaker) thought that there 
was a tremendous future for the Colony 
of Hongkong and for educational facili- 
ties in the Colony. They must not be 
content to do simply the things their 
fathers and grandfathers had done. They 
must look ahead. The chairman next

of vision like Mr. Featherstone and as 
a result of his work a very fine school 
fod obeen erected there. © Bt. Paul's 
College, wo, hoped to carry out some 
extensions ty the buildin, here was a 
close connection between those schoola and 
the Hongkong University which was still 
iu 11% infancy. They were dving a 
eervico to the University by teaching So ry 
English ond preparing them. for the 
great things at the disposal of the Uni- 
versity, They had! with them that day, 
Prof, Smith, a gentleman who had done, 
and was doing more for the Hongkong 
University than anybody clse. His en- 
thusinsm, capecially in ‘connection with 
the Engineering Faculty, had done much 
to help the University to attain its pro 
sent standard of efficiency. They were 
grateful to Prof. Smith ‘for alb he was 
doing for education throughout the whole 
of China. (Appluuse.) 


WORK AND LELSURE. 

Prof. Middleton-Smith, who was given 
a very cordial reception upon rising to 
address tho gathering, said that whilst 
hho had been listening to the Bishop's kind 
references to the University and to the 
execient.report of the Headmaster of the 
Behool, he had been reminded of the re- 
cent Oongrogation of tho University when 
uo honorary graduate compared — the 
University to a lighthouse for — the 

reat country of China. He would 

urther extend the simile by saying 
that that school formed part of the 
foundations of the lighthouse and it 
evomed to him that the school gave them 
a foundation made of rock. lt had a 
splendid record. It maintained exocl- 
ont discipling, encourged truc manliness 
and paid great attention to character. 
For nik own park he hoped that the 
Christian churches would continue their 
efforts tw provide good education in this 
Colony and that, in all schools, the boys 
would bo taught to "play the gainc."” 
They must learn to lose ‘well and not to 
be discouraged if they did not_win at 
he ry. ntinuing, Prof, 
Middleton Sinith guid: Ny one wen 
bo interested in their work unless they 
understand ita — object, You boys 
should know why you work at achool. 
The aim’ of your’ toachera is, firat of 
all, to teach you to carn a living to 
justify your cxistenee, thon to becoino 
ood citizens and, lastly, to apond your 
eisure in a proper and profitable manner, 
Many of you hero are about to lenve 
school. You will have to make up your 
minds aa to how you will carn your own 
living. J agsumo that, in these ptrentous 
days, thoro is no one who docs not want 
to earn his own living, n0 one who wishes 
to beoomg o parasite upon the botly of 
roricty. Many of you may bo disappoint. 
ad hecauno ou cannot continue your 
atudien at the Univorsity. For my own 
part I may any that I should like to peo 
awany more scholarships available for in- 
duatrious boya whose paronta aro not in 
® position ta pay the feos which the Uni. 
varaity oolleata, To thoag who cannot Ko 
an to the University, olthor bocnuss thoy 
cannot pasa the necossnry examinations, 
\or beonuso their Purents cannot pay the 
Moos, T want to aay somo words of enootr- 
egomont. There is a gront deal of the 


work—some of it the best work—of the 


world that is done by mon who have never | 


entered a University. Many. of you will 
go into commerce, and commercial life 
gives you many opportunitics to show. 
your motile and ability, Learning ond 
knowledge. are valuable, both to. the in- 
dividual] and the Btate, and it would be 
disloyal of mo to depreciate University 


life. But still there is aomething of mors 

value than knowledge, and’ it is character. 

“Talent develops itself in _ solitude, 
character along the atreams of life.” In 
the swirling waters of commerce you are 

indee? in the stream of life. There is a 
iInagniivent struggle ing on in those 
waters, and when I read of the growth, 
of thig Colony, I seem to see the power- 
ful swimmers bravely battling against the 
torrent and making headway in spite of 
the drift-wood and the othér ‘obstacles. 
We all ought to be proud of the efforts 
made ta develop thie Colony. I want to 
give you students bere this morning a few 
general notiona about your own future 
carcers, and I want to explain to you 
something of the philosophy connected 
with a ‘scientific outlook on life. In these 
days every school-boy is interested if 
Engineering work. Chinese beys are aa 
anxious to have motor-bicycles and to 
ride in moter-cars as English boys, but 
usually they are much more content with 
a paper explaration of the why and the 
wherefore of machinery, Perhaps tho 
spirit of practical enquiry is not suffici- 
ently cultivated in the schools. Our great 
ubject, in the training of young men 
in science, ia not so much to make them 
learn off pages of books by memory, but 
to encourage them to find out for them- 
selvey ' how the wheels go round’? We 
want them to make things, to produce 
new things—ideas or machinery. It ia a 
geod thing for a boy to be ambitious. It 
is not even a bad thing to have a lar 
income ; it ig bad if the income is obtain 
or spent in a vulgar or vicious manner, 
It is also extremely bad if it is supposed 
thas only the successful accumulation of 
money can merit praise; that ia one df 
the worst possible fallacies. Hongkong 
bas a aplendid history and we all ought 
to be proud of the Colony. It will soon 
have an immense growth—large industrial 
establishments will be created’ and many 
of you will work in them.”’ . Professor 
Smith concluded with an cloquent appeal 
for support to the school and said that 
he hoped that it would be moved to a 
sile large eneugh to provide playing 
grounds as he strongly advocated athletics 
or boys. 

Professor Middicton Smith then distri. 

buted the prizes having a word of praise 
and encouragement for each of the 
recipicnts, 
_ The Rev. H. Copley Moyle, in propos- 
ing a vote of thanks to Professor Middle. 
ton Smith said that they were all honour- 
ed in having with them so prominent u 
member of the educational world. Thoy 
highly regarded the advice Profeasor 
Smith ha iven them as regards the 
importance of character in education. 
Education did not consist in amassing a 
certain number of facts, but in acquiring 
knowledge of the great laws of life. With 
regard to w new-eite for the school, the 
Comittee had for some time been con- 
sidering the matter. A site had heen 
selected which was more commodious, 
where they would have playing fields and 
suiicient accommedation for boarders. 
(Applause), 

Mr. A, H. Compton, in seconding the 
vote said it was aatisfactory to know that 
the school had the sympathy and co-opera 
tion of many people. He hoped that they 
would be uble to carry out muprovements 
avon. 

Cheera were thon called for and heartily 
Biven. 


HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


The following are extracts from the 
Rev. W. T. Featherstone’s report :-- 

1 wok over the Headmastership of the 
Dicevsan Boys’ School on May Ist, 1918, 
upon the resignation of Mr. G. Piercy 
why had been Headmaster for 39 years. 
It is impossible for me to write in high 
enough terms un eulogy of Mr. and Mra. 
Piercy and to put in words, the esteem 
and respect which all who know them felt 
towards them. Lt is, J think, ‘sufficient 
for me to say that it is my constant 
prayer that 1 may, as Headmaster of this 
achoul, be us worthy as they were and! do 
service for the school, if not equal to 
theirs, then somewhat approuching it. 

The standard of work, training and 
discipline in this school in the pust has 
been very high indeed; in fact I think we 
can justly claim that its records prove 
it to be the best school in the Colony. 
(Applause). 

It is with devout thankfulness that 1 
am able to report another year of succeas- 
ful work despite war conditions—difi- 
culty in getting books and frequent 
changes in a depleted staff. 

We have a staff of four full-time and 
three part-time masters, one matron, six 
lady teachers, three Anglo-Chincsc mas- 
ters, three Chincso masters, and drill and 
swinlloing instructors, 

Mr. Sykes has proved a tower of 
strength to mo in taking over the schoo! 
and we are especially indebted to him for 
his sound advico at all times, and for 
his arduous work and splendid’ results 

ined in examinations. (Applause). 
Mr, T. F. Ford, who, for two montha 
after Mr. T, Thompson left us in October, 
waa the only full-time resident assistant 
mastor, hag done very praiseworthy work 
in the school and in connection with 
games. (Applause). We have been for. 
tunnte in obtaining part-time help from 
several: membors oP fe. Army and ia 
having several lady teachers all of whom, 
and’ also the Chineso staff, I desire to 
thank for their hearty and efficient co- 
Operation. (Applause). In Deoembor 

vr. E, Picrca, o trained and certi- 
fieatod toacher, arrived from England, 
Mr, Pierec has acon much service in 
France and has beon wounded twice. 

Tho work done has beon very antis- 
factory, aa I can tell from the woot] 
exnininations —conductad' — by f 
throughout the year, Tho standard of 
English is high but T am trying to make 
i¢ atill higher by giving the lowest Chinosn 
Classes inore hours of toahing pot weol 
by an English teachor than they have had 
in tho past and by laying great omphagia 
on, and giving markn for, pronunciation 
and: the knowledge of tho meanings of 
words.

In this Colony there is, I 
think, only one¢ school which has ita play- 
in eld close to it, The “majority of 
schoola in this Colony are.hemmed! in by 
Chinese streets and buildings. “This 
school has, considering ite size, no ad 
quale room for recreation, What is warit- 
ed in the Colony is a large graded boards 
ing and. day achool wi large ‘playing 
fields close at hand. To such a school 
parents who are affected by the housing: 
problem could in many ways be encourag- 
ed to send their children, and boarders 
could go home once a.month. The Diocesan 
Boys’ School could easily be the basis for 
euch a school if it had large and better 
equipped buildings and an endowment 
fund; it would supply a long-felt: want 
not only for the Colony but also for the 
treaty ports and mony outlying places. 
Gradually education is becoming much 
more expensive. Better buildings, equip- 
ment and’ salaries are demanded. and in 
England these three have already been 
acknowledged andi gonerally granted 
(eepecially the third, salaries). A perfect- 
ly equipped school with an efficient staff, 
good boarding accommodation and play- 
ing fields cannot be maintained solely by 
school fees and Government grants. No 
special Government grant is given for 
boarders. An endowment Find isg 
absolutely cssential. Therefore I appe:

j ANNUAL PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


Saturday was observed us 4 day to 
‘commemorate the completion uf seventy 
years educational work in St. Paul's 
College and ten years of the presont 


schgol’s existence. [Ln the morning, com- 
memoration buttons were presented to oll 
[the students and o special thanksgiving 
service was held in St. Paul’s QGhurch, 
attended by members of the College 
Council, staff and students, the Chureh 
being filled to its fullest extent. | ‘The 
Bishop preached the sermon, giving a 
brief account of the past history of the 
College, pointing out bow much of ita] 
success was duo to the work and carnest’ 

rayers of its founder, the Rev. Vincent 
Stanton, and urging the students to make 
full use of the opportunities presented to 
them in the College. 

The Bishup also presided at the annual 
distribution of prizey in the evening, 
being supported by the Headmaster, tho 
Rev. A. D. Stewart. The prizes were 
presented by the Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, 
KC. 

‘After the Principal of the College had 
read the annual report, the Bishop anid 
that ho regarded the educational estub- 
lishments, of which he was Chairman, in 
the Colony, as his children, and, nataral- 
ly. he looked upon St, Paul's College, 
which wag the oldest educational inetitute 
in the Colony, a8 his eldest son. The 
apeaker traced the growth of the college 
since its organisation by the Rev, Vincent 
Stanton, the firat Colonial Chaplain of 
Hongkong. The College, he said, had 
heen fortunate in always having had the 
services of enthusiastic teachers. Thero 
bad been few men in the lost contury of 
more beautiful spirit that Mr, Stanton. 
In more revent times the school had been 
fortunate in sectring the porvices af the 
Rev. A. D, Stewart. (Applause.) [twas 
im possible for him to tell (hen what their 
Principal had done for the school, but 
tu ghow how much he personally appre- 
ginted their Prinoipal’s efforts, he was 
guing to present to him next Baturday 
with one of hiy most precious possessions 
—-a gift that would, he was sure, enhance 
their Principal's power of service among 
them and which would incroase his work 
and make it more sucecssful. (Laughter 
and applause.) They had with them that 
evening a, gentleman who was well-known 
to all in the Colony, one of thoir Legia- 
Jative Council members who represented 
the people. He was fully cognisant of 
the affairs of the Colony, educational as 
well as other matters, and, moreover, took 
a grest and deep interest in the welfare 
of the people. His mame Was Mr. 
Pollock—a spreader of joy. (Laughter 
and applause.) He had tome there to 
to the students who 
would receive prizes at his hand. i 

The Hon; Mr, Pollock, before distri- 
buting the prizes, anid that ho felt 
ashumed, although resident in the Colony 
for the lost thirty years, that that was the 
first oceasion on which he had been pre- 
sent at u distribution of prizes ot that 
institution. Ho was glad such deficiency 
in his education: had been remedied, Mr. 
Btwwart, to whom the College owed so 
much, had told them that the college 
had gone ahead by leaps and boudg dur- 
ing the last ten years. Only ten years 
ago there was o staff of two tcachers and 
sixteen boye, and it had now extended 
with ity various branches, to .a ataff of 
forty-six and a student roll of no less 
than 600. He ventured to think that that 
must be a record for any schyol. {Ap- 
plause.) It spoke volumes for the care 
that had been bestowed upun it and the 
really bard work of their Principal and 
the doveted band of Chinese helpers. 
During tho past six years the school had 
been fortunate in securing the efficient 
services of Mrs, Claxton, and since the 
war began, and with, it the depletion of 
the staff, the school had also been for- 
tunate in securing the services of Mrs.

illegal or oly means, that corruption 
would cease. If that point were attended, 
to, Ching would! :before .many years 
passed, emerge from that system of cor- 
ruption and they will have a regular, 
efficient and roperly competent Civil 
Bervice. Another point was the question 
of communications. In the. daya of tho 
anciont Romans the great idea waa to 
build rouds, In modern timeg railways. 
had taken the place of roads and ho 
hoped that those who wore interteted in 
the welfare of China would concern them- 
selves in extending “the aystem of rail- 
ways, Railwaya might be a great force 
tending towards the union of China, and 
it would not only be for the good of 
China, but for the general good of tha 
world, for the internal civil dissensions 
in Ohina to conse. and for the Chinese 
people to stand together united in har. 
mony. In advocating thig system of rafl- 
wavs he was not doing so from any 
selfish point of view of benefiting his 
own country in particular, A scheme 
which had been propounded to him some 
time vago by Dr. Lim Boon Keng when 
they were travelling on a Coast steamer, 
way one whereby no country in particular 
would gain any adyantage over any other 
country. Dr. Lim's idea wog that when 
China desired to open up any tract of 
land, where minerals could be found, the 
concession for those minerala and the 
privilege for building a railway to a suit. 
able spot should not be granted to any 
particular nation, but should be put up 
to auction in some public mart of 
national importence, such as London, 
Paris, or New York, without any fear or 
favour. In thig way all could compote 
for the opportunity of developing the 
mineral resources and constructing rail- 
ways and the concession would go to the 
highest bidder. (Appleuee.) Another 
question of urgent importance to China, 
housing and sanitation. Dr. Lim had 
told them at the University that in the 
ancient daya the towns and cities of 
China were kept in a much more sanitary 
condition than thoy were at the present 
time. He would strongly urge on the 
Chinese present that it would not only be 
a good thing to got back to the tendoncics 
of ancient days, ut also to adopt modern 
sanitary ideas and improvements, In 
that way © groat,deal of unnecessary loss 
of life in China would be avoided. 
Other questions he would like to deal 
with were those of Chinoso. slavery and 
child labour.. He had tho privilege, a 
few weeks ago, of listening to an address 
on thig subject by a European lady who 
had spent the best part of her kife in 
Hongkong. He could not help thinking, 
while listening to that address, that in 
that matter théy required the ablo co- 
operation of the Chinese themselves, and 
he sincerely hoped that before many years 
passed they would have secured that co- 
operation, He hoped that they would 
pardon him for having siezed that oppor- 
tunity of speaking to them quite frankly 
on matters connected with things Chincse 
in which it seemed to him improvement 
was required. As they knew, throughout 
the world, the idea of democracy was 
spreading, and he hoped that China 
would come in with the boom, not only 
hy settling her disturbaneen and civil 
strife, but also in putting her house in 
order, in improving aduinistration, and 
ameliorating the conditions of life 
amongst her people. (Applause.)

| Large suma uf money have been collected 
by the boys to assist poorer Schools olse- 
twhere and tho varioua ‘' Flood Relief ” 
Funds have benefited by thousands of 
dollare. The educational side of the work 
has been full of encouragement. In 1910 
we made our firat attempt at the Oxford 
Loeal Examinationg and during the next 
few yours had the following passes: 
Senior 3, Junior 17, Preliminary 61, with 
a total of 7 Diatinctions and 6 Third 
Clasg Honvours. 
Hongkong Locals'and, up to the present, 
have had 12 Senior and 36 Junior Passes 
with Distinction in 6 Subjects. It ip 
needless to emphasise the fact that theac 
resulis are due to the faithful, painstak- 
ing work of the Staff. Teachers may go 
and teacherg come but the same spirit 

pervades the School, showing itaclf in 
unselfish, devoted service, much appre- 
ciated by students and paronts and by 
none more than by the one on wham costs 
the main responsibility of the School, 

The attendance fins been good on the 
whole. While there hag been a great. com- 
ing and gving as in all Hongkong 
Schools, there has been a .targe body of 
students who have remained with uy year 
after year, regular ia attendance, Wa 
have even one of the original sixtcen with 
ug still, Tsoi Wa Fong, who has thus 
completed ten years in this School. Tis 
record however, does not beat that of ono 
whose name it would not be just to omit 
in a survey uf thy past en years, Chung. 
U Kong, another “original ’' who has 
the fine record of ning sears’ attendance 
without missing a single day. 

It would take too long to give any ade 
quate account of the growth of the athle- 
tie side of tho work. Suffice to say that 
under the enthusiastic leadership of 
auccessive sports masters, notably of Mr. 
E GQ. Stewart, Mr. Chan Hing Wa, ond 
Mr, A. Rowan, the School has dong welt 
in thig direction. Of recent ycars Volley. 
Ball has had o leading place in the affec- 
tions of the students, mainly 1 think be- 
cause it does not need much space, This 
year we have been successful in this game, 
winning the Junior League and open 
League in the Summer, and the Benior 
League in the Autumn. During the past 
few years visits have been interchanged 
with the Canton Qhristian College and 
the Pui Ying School, Canton, resulting 

in a friendly rivalry and leading to the 
development of a real sporting apirit- so 
valuable an asset in an all-round educu- 
tion. 

The past year has been very gimilar to 
other years, just a record of steady plod 
ding work, with bright spotg to encourage: 
the workers. The attendance has been 
good on the whole as many ag 22 having 
attended the whole year without missing 
a single day, and the work in most cases 
has been satisfactory. Special efforts have 
been made’ this year to improve the Eng- 
lish Composition work and speaking of 
English kogether with neatness of writ- 
ing, apecially in the middle and lower 
classes, with a considerable amount of 
encouragement, The Chineso Classeg too 
have made good progress, though the 
study of their own language scems to have 
little attraction for the majority of 
Chinese boys. However, bv strengthening 
the Chinewe Staff and making the gtudies 
compulsory considerable improvement has 
been noticed.
